11. Medicament according to Claim 10 for the treatment and/or prophylaxis of 
viral infections. 

12. Method for controlling viral infections in humans and animals by 
administering an antivirally effective amount of at least one compound 
according to any of Claims 1 to 3, a medicament according to any of Claims 
9 to 1 1 or a medicament obtained according to any of Claims 6 to 8.
